Roosevelt Says United 
Attack Will Master 
“Old Man Depression” 


Up to Local Communities to 
Carry Primary Relief Bur- 
den, He Tells Conference.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Confi- 
dence that a unified attack “for 
a little while longer” would master 
“old man depression” was ex- 
pressed today by President Roose- 


velt, in addressing the 1934 confer- 
ence on the mobilization for human 
needs. 

To the leaders assembled at the 
White House, the President empha- 
sized that it was up to local com- 
munities to carry the primary bur- 
den of relief. He called it the priv- 
ilege rather than the duty of the 
individual American to bear a share 
in relief, 

“It is that personal appeal, that 
personal service, which has carried 
us throuh these trying years,” he 
said. “A unity of effort for a little 
while longer will, I am confident, 
bring national success to our na- 
tionally unified efforts to bring Old 
Man Depression to the point where 
we can finally master and destroy 
him.” 

Mr. Roosevelt said there had 
been some local inefficiency in the 
emergency efforts to alleviate dis- 
tress but that he looked forward to 
greater efficiency. He told the con- 
ference, which is headed by Newe 
ton D. Baker of Ohio, that it was 
its duty to see to it: 

“First of all, that destitution is 
relieved, and, secondly, that no in- 
dividual and no family shall be en- 
titled to public assistance if that 
individual or that family does not

FOR KILLING INDIANA GROCER 


Louis Hamilton Put to Death at 
Michigan City; Slayer of Texas 
Sheriff Dies in Chair. 

MICHIGAN CITY, Ind., Sept. 28. 
—Louis E. Hamilton, 28 years old, 
of Iola, Kan., was electrocuted at 
the Indiana State prison early this 
morning for the murder of Lafay- 
ette A. Jackson, Indianapolis chain 
grocery owner. 

Hamilton, the second young man 
e ecuted for the murder, was strap- 
ped into the electric chair at 12:06 
a.m. and pronounced dead at 12:12. 
Charles Vernon Witt of Bainbridge, 
Ind., Hamilton’s alleged companion 
in the slaying, was electrocuted 
several months ago. 


HUNTSVILLE, Tex., Sept. 28.— 
Ed Stanton, 45 years old, was elec- 
trocuted at the State prison here 
early today for the killing of Sher- 
iff Moseley of Tulia in a fight in 
January, 1933. 

“I’m not afraid to ride that fiery 
chair,” he said. “I’m not guilty of 
killing that Sheriff.’ 

Stanton ordered a big dinner for 
his last meal, but didn’t eat it, pass- 
ing out the food to the other in- 
mates of the death house.

Employes Vote, 1063 to 643, 
for Collective Bargaining 
By Company Group.

SHEBOYGAN, Wis., Sept. 28. — 
Federal Union No. 18545, affiliate 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, was defeated yesterday in an 
election to decide what union

Employes of the company voted 
1063 in favor of the Kohler Work- 
ers’ Association, a company union, 
and 643 for the federation union as 
the sole bargaining agent. The 
election was conducted on order 
of the National Labor Board, which 
is trying to end the strike at the 
factory near here. 

A protest against the election will 
be made by the union to the Na- 
tional Labor Board, leaders said, 
on the ground that employes laid 
off in August, 1933, were refused 
ballots, as were those alleged to 
have participated in rioting at the 
plant in which two were killed and 
43 injured July 27. The company 
manufactures plumbing supplies.

French Convicts Reach Port 

Spain in Leaking Boat After

PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, Sept. 
28.—Four French convicts, escaped 
from Devil’s Island, arrived nere 
yesterday in a rowboat after an 
arduous trip up the South American 
coast from the French prison col- 
ony.

Vanderbilt (Gloria’s mother)  re- 
cently “endeavored to show Gloria 
how to make a cocktail.” 

The affidavits were filed at a 
hearing on a habeas corpus writ 
obtained by Gloria’s mother to re- 
cover possession of her daughter 
whom, she charged, Mrs. Whitney 
had seized last Friday when the 
child was feeding the pigeons in 
Central Park. 

The principals attended the hear- 
ing which was held behind closed 
doors. Little Gjmria, appearing 
somewhat frightened, clutched her 
aunt’s hand as they entered the 
Judge's chambers.

Adolph Fiedler, former Maple 
wood Justice of the Peace, re 
turned to the witness stand in Cir~ 
cuit Judge Nolte’s court at Clay- 
ton this morning for further cross< 


examination in the trial of Angelo 
Rosegrant on the charge of kidnap- 
ing Dr. Isaac D. Kelley for ran- 
som. Again the courtroom was 
crowded. 

Doctor and Wife in Court. 

Dr. and Mrs. Kelley, summoned 
as State’s witnesses, arrived at the 
courthouse in the forenoon. 

Returning to the subject of Fied- 
ler’s compensation from the 
Post-Dispatch, Thomas J. Rowe Jr., 
defense attorney, asked the witness 
how he had been paid, Fiedler re- 
plied that he had received $1000 
for his information and a salary of 
$50 a week, plus $25 a week which 
had been paid to him latterly. In 
depositions he had stated previously 
that the additional salary was for 
hire of a bodyguard, but Rowe did 
not ask him today what the extra 
$25 weekly was for. 

“How long do you expect to re- 
main in the employ of the 
Post-Dispatch?” “Until I get 
through with the work I am doing. 
There's no way of telling how 
long.” 

Rowe took the witness once 
again over his reasons for leaving 
the Kroger Grocery & Baking Co., 
where he had been employed as 
superintendent of motor transpor~- 
tation. The witness replied with 
some heat, “I told yowW yesterday 
I got fired.” 

Reference to Deposition. 

Here Rowe began referring to 
Fiedler’s deposition, but was 
stopped from making such a ref- 
erence by the Court on objection 
of the State that the deposition had 
not been signed by Fiedler or in- 
troduced in evidence. Rowe was 
allowed, however, to make refer- 
ence to Fiedler’s replies to ques 
tions asked him during the deposi- 
tion, without making reference to 
the nature of the proceeding. 

“Fiedler,” said Rowe, “didn’t you 
previously refuse to answer the 
question why you left the company 
and didn’t you say you refused be- 
cause your answer might tend to 
incriminate you?” 

“I may have got rid of the ques 
tion that way,” the witness said, 
“but it wouldn’t incriminate me. As 
I have already told you, I was 
fired because of a personal differ- 
ence between the branch manager 
and me.” 

“Weren't you accused of 
thing?” “I don’t know.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Moves 


to accelerate and expand credit for 
industry and real estate building 


were made yesterday by the Gov- 
ernment’s two largest financial 
agencies—the Treasury and the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation. 

Chairman Jones of the RFC, after 
a conference with President Roose- 
velt, said the President had ap- 
proved a plan whereby the corpor- 
ation would buy preferred stock 
and capital notes of trust companies 
that specialize in mortgage loans. 
The purpose is to encourage those 
concerns to rebuild the mortgage 
market. 

Secretary of ihe Treasury Mor- 
genthau, in a special meeting of 
chairmen of the industrial advis- 
ory committees of the 12 Federal 
Reserve banks, urged more speed 
in the handling of industrial loan 
applications. These committees are 
supposed to make recommendations 
to the banks on such applications. 
Would Restore Mortgage Market. 


At a press conference after his| 


visit to the White House, Jones is- 
sued a statemeni saying the RFC 
wanted to encourage the organiza- 
tion of private-owned trust com- 
panies that wold engage especial- 
lv in the mortgage loan business. 
"He said he did not expect the Gov- 
ernment corporation to put much 
money into the undertaking but 
that it was the purpose to encour- 
age private concerns to help restore 
the mortgage market to normal. 
~He pointed out that many exist- 
ing trust companies are banks and 
in} many states banks cannot en- 
gage in long-term mortgage busi- 
ness: 

Winthrop W. Aldrich, chairman 
of the Chase National Bank, was 
said by Jones to have become in- 
terested in the plan and to be fur- 
thering it in New York City. 

“This movement,” Jones said, “has 
the hearty indorsement of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and if taken advan- 
tage of by patriotic people of means 
who are able to furnish the common 
capital of such trust companies and 
provide capable management, con- 
siderable employment will be cre- 
ated and business generally stimu- 
lated, to say nothing of the people 
who will be directly helped by such 
loans.” 

Real Estate “Greatest Asset.” 

Jones said the nation’s “greatest 
single asset is real estate, and just 
because a few big centers were 
overbuilt and many of the buildings 
improvidently financed, is no rea- 
son why real estate, or real estate 
securities, should be forever con- 
demned.” 

“Real estate in some form,” he 
added, “constitutes the savings and 

°*  jnvestments of a very large percent- 
age of our citizenship, and these in- 
vestments should be preserved as 
far as it is possible to preserve 
them without loss to the Govern- 


ment.” He outlined the purposes of 
the program as follows: 
“First, to provide mortgage 


money for new construction with a 
view to increasing employment and 


stimulating structural material 
markets. 

“Second, to enable. distressed 
owners of mortgages, whether 


whole mortgages, split mortgages, 
or mortgage certificates, to borrow 
reasonably upon these mortgages at 
fair interest rates, and not be 
forced to sell at sacrifice prices. 

“Third, to enable borrowers to 
refinance mortgages where the val- 
ue or income of the mortgaged 
property, and the ability of the bor- 
rower to meet interest and princi- 
pal payments, will support. the 
mortgage. 

“Fourth, to assist in the preser- 
vation and reorganization of dis- 
tressed properties for the protection 
of mortgage bonds or certificates,

SHIP BATTLES LAKE STORM 


Freighter Reaches Port With Rud- 
der Jammed. 
By the Associated Press. 
PORT COLBORNE, Ont., Sent. 


28.—Clever navigating by Capt. 
Robert Wilson was credited today 


with saving the 410-foot freiphter 
Saskadoc of the Paterson Steam- 
ship Line and its crew of 21 from 
sinking in a heavy storm on Lake 
Erie. Eleven hours overdue, the 
freighter, listing badly to port and 
her deck almost awash, reached the 
harbor here early today. 

For 10 hours yesterday Capt. Wil- 
son battled a raging sea with the 
rudder of the craft jammed. _ Car- 
rying a large cargo of coal from 
Erie, Pa., to Hamilton, Ont., the 
vessel was 10 miles off Long Point 
when the storm struck. At the 
height of the gale, the rudder 
jammed and the craft with a deck 
load of coal overflowing from its 
hatchés was thrown broadside as 
the heavy sea swept over it. Life- 
boats were ordered ready when the 
ship took a 25-degree list to pcrt, 
but the captain managed to kcep 
the vessel’s port side away from the 
storm. The heavy deckload of cval 
covered all 22 hatches, but aside 
from 100 tons washed overboard, 
there was no damage. The vessel 
tied up here, unloaded sufficient of 
the cargo to relieve the list and 
cleared for Hamilton.

Would Restrict Debt. 

“Steadily mounting Government 
debt, particularly when not accom- 
panied by increasing national in- 
come, constitutes a dangerous 
threat to public credit. Further 
debt expansion should be confined 
to relief of the unemployed and toa 
justifiable program of public works. 
Rigid economies should be enforced 
and candid acknowledgement should 
be made of the fact that Govern- 
ment spending cannot of itself bring 
about prosperity. 

“The currency and credit supply 
now existing and available are am- 
ple for an expansion of business far 
exceeding any which the country 
has yet experienced.” 

The statement attacked inflation 
and said further moves in that di- 
rection “are without sound basis in 
fact or theory.”

Reserve Board Returns Statement, 
“Out of Jurisdiction.” 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—The 
Federal Reserve Board said today 
it had received a statement from 
the Federal Advisory Council urg- 
ing the return to the gold standard 
and the discontinuance of monetary 
experiment, and that it had _ re- 
turned both the statement and an 
accompanying letter as touching 
matters outside its jurisdiction. 

J. J. Thomas, acting governor of 
the board, said he had been amazed 
by receipt of the statement Wednes- 
day, as the matters contained in it 
had not been discussed with board 
members in any way when the 
council met here Sept. 17 and 18. 

The statement was delivered to 
the board by H. E. Emmart, an of- 
ficer of a Baltimore bank, acting 
for Howard Bruce, Baltimore Coun- 
cil member, who had been entrust- 
ed with the mission by Walter 
Lichtenstein of Chicago, secretary 
of the council, 


Members of the board said ques- 
tions of stabilization, inflation and 
monetary policies discussed in the 
Lichtenstein’s statement were not 
a part of their functions. 

They quoted the Federal Reserve 
act to show that the council had no 
authority for consideration or ac- 
tion on these issues.

“I don’t remember -my_ exact 
wording,” Fiedler said, and repeat- 
ed the reply when asked whether 
he had said the conference occurred 
once or tiwce a week.

Rowe, endeav- 
oring to show contradictions, de- 
manded to know whether Fiedler’s 
dates, as given in the Post-Dispatch 
last February, or in Fiedler’s testi- 
mony yesterday ,were correct.

NEW YORK, Sept. 28—lIf Cu- 
ban political groups used munitions 
shipped on the Morro Castle, M. 
O. Fano of the Ward Line testified 
today, the Government, not revolu- 
tionists, must*have used them. 

Fano testified before the Federal 
board which is investigating the 
burning of the Morro Castle with 
a loss of 132 lives. 

All munitions carried by the liner 
were handled under a permit re- 
ceived from the Customs House at 
New York and were delivered at 
a Customs House in Havana, said 
the witness, who is an assistant to 
the vice-president of the Ward Line, 
operators of the Morro Castle. 

Dickerson N. Hoover, head of the 
inquiry board, told Fano that he 
was interested in munitions trans- 
portation on the Morro Castle to 
determine whether the Ward Line 
had incurred the enmity of any 
Cuban political faction which might 
have sought revenge by firing the 
ship. 

Asked About Embargo. 

Fano gave a detailed account of 
munitions carried by the Morro 
Castle this year, and Hoover asked: 

“Were these shipments made be- 
fore the embargo intended for the 
de jure government of Cuba or 
the revolutionaries?” 

The witness replied that he did 
not think any munitions were car- 
ried after the embargo in July. 

“I don’t know the names of the 
consignees off-hand,” Fano said, 
“but the powder was delivered to 
the Customs House there (Ha- 
vana).” : 

Fano declared he knew nothing 
of the late Capt. Robert R. Will- 
motte’s fears concerning George I. 
Alagna, assistant radio operator on 
the Morro Cast\!e—fears to which 
several witnesses have testified. 

Mechanical Chief Heard. 

The Morro Castle was always 
maintained in perfect condition, de- 
clared Robert G. Griner, chief port 
engineer for the Ward Line, whose 
duty it is to supervise mechanical 
repairs on the company’s liners. 

Griner testified that officers of 
the Morro Castle had never report- 
ed that ventilating or fire protec- 
tion systems on the vessel did not 
function properly.

CHICAGO, Sept. 28.— More than 
750 officers—estimated to outnum- 
ber strikers 10 to 1—were assigned 
today as convoys and guards to 
maintain order in the Chicago Mo- 
tor Coach Co. strike.

Three union men, arrested for the 
attack, confessed they did it on 
the promise of being paid $10 each, 
police said, and one of them named 
their employer. 

The attack on Kelly Wednesday 
led to a series of disorders in which 
one woman died after an assault on 
a bus, another man was shot and 
several injured. 

The bus company estimated that 
only 75 drivers were striking and 
that more than 400 persons had 
been injured during the six weeks 
of the walkout.

Fiedler’s Testimony Yesterday 


Describing Plot 
Of Men to 


and Departure 


Kidnap Dr. Kelley 


Declares Others Discussed as Possible Victims 
Were Oscar Johnson and Drummond 
Jones’ Daughter. 


(Reprinted from late editions of yesterday's 
Post-Dispatch 
of the 


At yesterday’s session 
Rosegrant trial Adolph Fiedler was 
the only witness. He was called to 
the stand by the State at 3:04 p. 
m., after Clay C. Rogers of Kansas 
City, counsel for Rosegrant, had 
made a long statement to the jury, 
entering a general denial on behalf 
of his client and indicating the de- 
fense would try to prove that Dr. 
Kelley was not kidnaped. 

Fiedler, who placed himself in 
the protective custody of Sheriff 
Deuser until after he has completed 
his testimony, was escorted through 
a crowded corridor to the door of 
the courtroom, which was jammed 
by spectators. Sheriff Deuser and 
five deputies surrounded him. 

As they arrived at the side door 
of the courtroom two of the depu- 
ties entered, then turned around 
and Fiedler made his appearance. 
The 400-pound witness was in his 
shirtsleeves. Smiling, but appar- 
ently self-conscious, he took the 
oath and then settled his ponder- 
ous bulk in the witness chair. 

Tells of County Resort. 

Fiedler, whose version of the xid- 
naping, published last Feb. 7 in the 
Post-Dispatch, led to the indictment 
of Rosegrant and the other de- 
fendants, described himself “as do- 
ing a little work for. the 
Post-Dispatch, writing the story of 
my life and getting up data on 
things that have happened in the 
past 10 years.” 

In April, 1931, he continued, he 
Was operating a recreation parlor 
at Olive Street and North and 
South roads. Describing the place, 
he said that he had the entire sec- 
ond floor except for an office used 
by Harry Clack, a real estate deal- 
er. 

The place, he said, was equipped 
with an 18-hole miniature yolf 
course, bowling alleys, pool and 
ping-pong tables, a dance floor and 
a restaurant. He was assisted in 
its operation by his wife, now dead. 

Points Out Rosegrant. 

“Do you know the defendant, An- 
gelo Rosegrant?” he was _ asked. 
“Yes, he’s the man*with the mus- 
tache, in the brown suit, sitting at 
the table there — the third man 
from the front.” 


The witness said he had known 
Rosegrant for “a couple of years’ 
prior to 1931. 
ney Anderson, who conducted the 
questioning, first asked him how 


long he had known Rosegrant prior | 


to the Kelley kidnaping but ob- 


jection by defense was sustained, | 


on the ground that the State had 
not vet proved the kidnaping. 

“Rosegrant,” he continued in an- 
swer to other questions,” visited my 
place in company with Bart Davit 
and Felix Franors McDonald, Mrs. 
Nellie Muench (all defendants in 
the case), Tommy Hayes, Tony 
Wilders, ‘Willie Gee,’ a fellow named 
Lechler and a fellow named O’Con- 
nor.” 

Rosegrant, he added, sometimes 
came to the place with his family, 
his wife, brother-in-law, his sister- 
in-law and “other people I didn't 
know their names.” 

Defendant Listens Closely. 

As he continued with his testi- 
mony Rosegrant dropped his air of 
relaxation and leaned forward in 
his chair, following the testimony 
Closely, érequently wiping his 
hands with his handkerchief. 

“Where is Hayes now?” Anderson 
asked. “Dead.” 

“Willie Gee Wilbert?” “Dead.” 

“*Pretty Boy’ Lechler?” “Dead.” 

Seven photographs of the persons 
named by the witness as frequent- 
ing his place were then shown to 
him and identified. 

Those whom he had named, he 
continued, were in his place togeth- 
er On several occasions, the first 
several months prior to the kidnap- 
ing of Dr. Kelley. Here the de- 
fense made the same objection as 
before and Fiedler fixed the time 
as in February, 1931. 

He himself was present at the 
meeting which was in the after- 
moon, he said. He explained that 
he could not give the exact time 
“because I didn’t keep very regular 
hours myself.” 

“What was discussed?” “Thev 
talked about three people they in- 
tcuded to kidnap.” Here the defense 
objected to the statement as too 
general and Fiedler went on: 

“Nellie Muench had the floor. 
She talked about—” 

Here the defense objected on the 
ground that the State was proceed- 
ing improperly in not establishing 


the corpus delicti — that is the 
proof that the crime charged was 
actually committed. Associate 


Prosecuting Attorney Wolfe replied 
that the State had arranged its 
case chronologically so that it 
would be best understood by the 
jury, and after further argument 
was sustained by Judge Nolte, who 
ruled that Fiedler might proceed. 

“Mrs. Muench said that Dr. Kel- 
ley was the logical man to kidnap 
at this time because she had the 
necessary information to lure him 
from his home. She said Oscar 
Johnson would be better and would 
g° for more money but he was in 
Europe so we would have to set 
him down till later. 


“She also said they might take 
Drummond Jones’ daughter but 
there would be too much ‘heat’ in 
trying to get August Busch’s grand- 
daughter back.” There was objec- 
tion again to this statement, after 
which Fiedler proceeded, in a high- 
er tone of voice, apparently meant 
to be an imitation of a woman. 

“Well, we'll take August Busch’s

her last name is Jones. But there 
is too much heat and the best one 
is Dr. Kelley. 

“She said $50,000 was plenty to 
get for Dr. Kelley and Rosegrant 
agreed with her. He said it would 
be easier to get fifty for Dr. Kelley 
than $150,000.” 


Says Victims Were Discussed. 


Fiedler said that, at the meeting 
held in his recreation parlor, the 
subject of discussion was the names 
o. persons who might be kidnaped. 

“There was mention of a Miss 
Jones, granddaughter of Mr. 
Busch,” the witness said, “but they 
said that was too hot, and too many 
police would be brought in. There 
was talk of Oscar Johnson being 
away. It was agreed that Dr. Kel- 
ley was the proper person to take. 

“Some of them wanted to get 
more than $50,000, but Rosegrant 
said $50,000 would be easier to col- 
lect.” 

“What did Mrs. Muench do?” 
Prosecuting Attorney Anderson 
asked. 

“She told of a doctor in Chicago 
whose name could be used to entice 
Dr. Kelley from his home,” Fied- 
ler replied. “She said she could get 
his name, and would get it before 
they had another meeting. 

“Tommy Hayes was designated to 
work out details of how Dr. Kelley 
would be taken. The meeting broke 
up with the understanding that they 
would meet again in about a week.” 


Objections Overruled. 

Two long objections of Attorneys 
Rogers and Rowe, making various 
charges, but chiefly alleging that 
the offense of kidnaping had not 
yet been proved, therefore’ that 
Fiedler’s testimony was irrelevant, 
were overruled. | 

At the second meeting, Fiedler 
said, the same persons were pres- 
ent, the time being a week or 10 
days later, still in February. The 
place was the second floor of Fied- 
ler’s establishment. 


“Mrs. Muench said,” the witness 
related, “that she had got some in- 
formation about the Chicago doc- 
tor, but didn’t have his name yet. 
‘She said she would get it, and

| Got Chicago Doctor’s Name. 


_ “Did she get the name of the Chi- 
_cago doctor?” Anderson asked. 

| “Yes, she did,” the witness re- 
plied. “I was over visiting MeDon- 
ald at his home when a car drove 
up and I saw it was Nellie Muench. 
She motioned to McDonald and he 
had a chat with her. When he 
came back to where I was sitting 
he said he had the name of a Chi- 
cago doctor and they were now 
ready to take Dr. Kelley.” 

| Fiedler said he learned from Mce- 
|Donald that the Chicago doctor's 
|name was Ballinger. 

| Questioned as to how frequently 
ihe saw Rosegrant during the period 
of preparation, Fiedler replied: “He 
was in and out of my place almost 
every day. He and McDonald and 
Davit were there almost daily, and 
Mrs. Muench was there one night 
with him.” 

The Prosecutor then asked the 
witness to relate what took place 
at his recreation parlor the night 
of the kidnaping. 

“It was rainy that night,” Fiedler 
testified in reply to a question on 
the weather. 
showed up and asked to use the 
telephone. I unlocked the _ small 
room in which the phone was 
located, and they sat at a table. 
McDonald said he wanted to call 
up Nellie Muench, said he had for- 
gotten the Chicago doctor’s name. 
He had me look up her number, 
and he called her and asked for the 
name. 

Telephone Call to Dr. Kelley. 

“McDonald then called Dr. Kel- 
ley,” the witness continued. Fiedler’s 
account of McDonald’s conversation 
was stricken out on a defense objec- 
tion. Anderson took the witness 
over that part of his testimony 
three times before Fiedler was a}- 
lowed to explain that he overheard 
McDonald talking to Dr. Kelley. 

“I heard him mention the name 
of Dr. Ballinger,” Fiedler testified. 
“There was some conversation 
about its being a bad night and 
McDonald hung up the receiver and 
Said he was to call back. 

“He called a second time and I 
overheard him giving directions to 
Davis place, and he. said there 
would be a light burning in the 
house and someone would be wait- 
ing to receive the doctor.” 

Departure of Kidnapers. 

The witness, under further ques- 
tioning by Anderson, gave the fol- 
lowing description of the departure 
of the kidnapers: “MrDunald and 
Davit waited around a little bit 
after the second call. Then they 
put on black raincoats and caps 
They inspected their pistols and 
put them in their pockets and they 
took out several articles, including 
a pair of goggles, and examined 
everything carefully. When they 
were all set, they started out.” 

At this point Defense Attorney 
Rogers asked the court to discharge 
the jury because of “prejudicial” 
statements of the witness. Judge 
Nolte overruled the motion. 

“They told me,” Fiedler related, 
“as they went out, to wish them 
luck,” 

Laughter in the courtroom, at 
this statement, caused Judge Nolte 
to threaten to clear the room if 
there was further disturbance. “We 
are not providing amusement,” the 
judge said. 

“Was Rosegrant present?” 
prosecutor asked.

Asked as to employes, he 
said Sara Jones worked at the 
place, and slept in a back room or 
“in the room where the meetings 
were held, next to Clark’s office.” 

“Rosegrant came back with Lech- 
ler and Willie Gee,” the witness 
narrated. “It was atill raining, I 
believe, when they came in and 
asked if I had the automobile keys. 
I said no, that they must have left 
the keys in the car. They went 
down, got the cars and went away.” 

“Any other communications?”

SAYS OUEAN MAL COST

Official Compares Subsidies to 
Rates Advocated in World 
Agreement.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Tes- 
timony that the Government is pay- 
ing ocean mail rates 10 times high- 
er than those advocated by the 
International Postal Convention 
was given today to President Roose- 
velt’s Aviation Commission. 

John E. Lamiell, director of the 
International Postal Service in the 


Postoffice Department, testified the 
Government paid $31,000,000 dur- 
ing the last fiscal year for trans- 
portation of trans-ocean mail. He 
said the same service under the 
rates of the International Postal 
Convention would have cose $3,- 
000,000. 

Lamiell said the rate system was 
“a subsidy to help build up the 
American merchant marine.” 

In spite of the subsidy, he said 
more than half of America’s first 
class ocean mail was carried by 
foreign ships because they were 
more numerous and offered faster 
service. 

Lamiell told the committee that 
$12 a mile wa sthe maximum rate 
allowed ships carrying the mails 
nunder the acts of Congress. 

“Do you not pay the maximum 
in all cases?” asked Dr. Jerome 
C. Hunsaker, member of the Avia- 
tion Commission. 

“Excepting in one or two in- 
stances, yes,” Lamiell replied.

SHARP CONTRASTS 
IN KELLEY CASE 
BY STATE, DEFENSE 


Prosecutor, in Statement, 
Outlines Story of Conspi- 
racy Involving Rosegrant 
and Others. 


Preliminary outlines of the testi- 
mony to be offered in the Kelley 
kidnaping case were given to the 
jury yesterday afternoon by Asso- 
ciate Prosecuting Attorney Wolfe, 
for the State, and Clay C. Rogers, 
member of a Kansas City law firm 
and co-counsel for Angelo Rose- 
grant, now on trial. 

Wolfe read the indictment voted 
last March against Rosegrant and 
five other persons, and proceeded to 
give the State’s version of the part 
taken by each. He told so much of 
the alleged acts of Mrs. Nellie Tip- 
ton Muench that Rosegrant’s coun- 
sel protested, but Wolfe was per- 
mitted to proceed, on his statement 
that he was developing a conspir- 
acy, in which the acts of one party 
would be binding on others. 

He said that Mrs. Muench, then in 
the business of selling dresses, made 
a business call early in March, 1931, 
on Mrs. Isaac D. Kelley, wife of the 
physician, and a member of a 
wealthy family (the McBride fam- 
ily). He said Mrs. Muench inquired 
about Dr. Kelley’s practice, and 
asked whether he made night calls. 
Mrs. Kelley said that, as Dr. Kel- 
ley was an ear-nose-throat special- 
ist, he seldom was called at night. 

About Night Calls. 

“Mrs. Muench, pressing the in- 
quiry further,” the prosecutor said, 
“asked, well if he did get a night 
call, did he send out his assistant? 
Mrs. Kelley unsuspecting repelied 
no, that if one of his own patients 
should call he would go out, even 
in the dead of night.” 


Wolfe then related that Rose- 
grant and Mrs. Muench were meet- 
ing at the Arcade Country Club, run 
by Adolph Fiedler, “a man of ques- 
tionable reputation.” He told of the 
birthday party at Hotel Coronado 
April 4, 1931, and of the presence of 
Dr. and Mrs. Kelley, and said it 
would be shown that Rosegrant and 
Mrs. Muench danced together, pass- 
ing the Kelleys’ table repeatedly, 
and that Mrs. Muench pointed out 
Dr. Kelley—‘what is commonly 
called fingering.” A defense objec- 
tion to the last term was sustained 
by Judge Nolte. 


Wolfe proceeded to outline the 
method used in luring Dr. Kelley 
from his home, by a telephone call 
which Wolfe said came from Fied- 
ler's place, the night of April 20, 
1931... Felix McDonald, another de- 
fendant, made the call upstairs, he 
said, while Rosegrant was down- 
stairs. McDonald’s first call, the 
prosecutor said, was to Mrs. 
Muench, to get the name of Dr. 
Ballinger, Chicago physician, to be 
referred to in calling Dr. Kelley to 
attend a supposed patient of Dr. 


' Ballinger, and then called Dr. Kel- 


ley. 

Details of the abduction and 
eight-day captivity of Dr. Kelley 
followed, with the statement that, 
while held at a place in East St. 
Louis, Dr. Kelley saw Rosegrant 
standing under a hall light. He 
said it would be shown that Rose- 
grant delivered a ransom note 
which Dr. Kelley was required to 
write. He told of a threat against 
Dr. Kelley's life, a machine gun be- 
ing shown to the physician. 

Employment of C. A. Karch. 

Wolfe said it would be testified 
that Samuel W. Fordyce, attorney, 
Suggested to consultant friends, at 
Dr. Kelley’s home, that John T. 
Rogers of the Post-Dispatch, “an 
outstanding reporter on the subject 
of crime,” be called in, and that 
this was done. Because of circum- 
stances showing that Dr. Kelley 


had been taken to the Hast Side, it 
was suggested, Wolfe said, that 
Charles A. Karch, East St. Louis 
lawyer and Congressman-elect, be 
employed to represent the family 
there, and this was done. Wolfe 
told of the release of Dr. Kelley, 
turned over to Rogers on an Hast 
Side road. 

“Now, gentlemen of the jury,” 
Wolfe said, “to the knowledge of 
the family, no ransom was paid for 
the release of Dr. Kelley. But after 
his return, Karch billed them for a 
rather large sum, I think $11,000 or 
$12,000. Whether this was for ran- 
som or not, the State will not prove 
or attempt to prove.” Karch has 
since died. 

Outline by Defense. 

Defense Attorney Rogers said 
Rosegrant never saw Dr. Kelley 
until the physician testified in a 
recent bail bond hearing. He then 
indicated an apparent attempt to 
show that Dr. Kelley was not kid- 
naped. 

“It will be shown,” Attorney Rog- 
ers said, “that the prosecuting wit- 
ness, Dr. Kelley, will take the wit- 
ness stand counseled by the biggest 
and best lawyers in the State of 
Missouri. It will be shown that Dr. 
Kelley’s every move since he dis- 
appeared and claimed to be _ kid- 
naped has been counseled by the 
best and biggest lawyers in the 
State of Missouri. 

“Tt will be claimed and the evi- 
dence of the prosecution will show 
that not one dollar was paid to any- 
one for the return of Dr. Kelley. 
It will be claimed that $250,000 was 
demanded, but that Dr. Kelley was 
released for nothing. 

“Tt will be shown that during the 
time Dr. Kelley was away his name 
was advertised all over St. Louis 
as the most eminent specialist in 
his profession. The publicity he 
got could not have been bought for 
any man’s money. 

“No man in the world except Dr. 
Kelley will testify that he was 
forcibly detained. Not a living be- 
ing in the world.entitled to the re- 
spect of respectable persons will 
corroborate Dr. Kelley's statement 
that he was held prisoner as is 
claimed.” 

Dr. Kelley’s Return. 

Attorney Rogers discussed che 
circumstances of Dr. Kelley’s re- 
turn in company with. John T. Rog- 
ers, saying it would be shown thaf 
neither Rogers -nor Dr. Kelley 
made any attempt to apprehend the 
man who drove Rogers to East St. 
Louis. He said the police, after a 
brief investigation, “washed cheir 
hands of the case,” and that nctr- 
ing more was done until, nearly 
three years later, Fiedler came ‘or- 
ward with his story, trying to sell 
it to other newspaper men, and 
then to the Post-Dispatch. 

The rest of Attorney Rogers’ oSut- 
line related to Fiedler’s reputation 
and credibility, and to the payment 
to him by the Post-Dispatch of 
money for his news story. He mer- 
tioned testimony intended to show 
that, before Fiedler’s appearance as 
a witness, Dr. Kelley had said that 
he could not identify any of his 
kidnapers; also that he subsequent- 
ly had said he could not idertify 
Rosegrant. 


UPTURN IN TENTH DISTRICT 


Department Store Sales Increase 35 
Per Cent Over July. 
By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 28:— 
An upturn in business conditions in 
the Tenth Federal Reserve District, 
despite the summer drouth, was re- 
ported today in the monthly state- 


ment of the Kansas City Federal 
Reserve Bank. 

The report noted improvement in 
wholesale and retail trade, an in- 
crease in farm purchasing power 
and again in Federal Reserve clear- 
ings and savings deposits. 

Thirty-two department stores re- 
ported the dollar volume of their 
August sales increased 35.5 per cent 
over July as compared to a normal 
increase of 20 per cent. Sales were 
6.1 per cent above August, 1933, and 
the largest for the month since 1930. 
During the first eight months .f the 
year sales were, for the first time in 
five years, larger than in the pre- 
ceding year, increasing 16.7 per cent 


over the like period in 1933.

MINING GROUP URGES 
BALANCING OF BUDGET 


Calls on Government to Sta. 
bilize Money Policies and 
Safeguard Labor Minorities. 


By the Associated Press. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 28—The 
Western division convention of the 
American Mining Congress in reso- 
lution yesterday advocated that the 
national budget “be balanced with- 
out delay,” and also urged stabiliza- 
tion of monetary policies and 
“definite assurance that taxation 
shall be used only as a means of se- 
curing necessary revenue and not 
as a means of distribution of 
wealth.” 


Another resolution requested Fed- 
eral action to establish silver “as 
money complementary to gold 
throughout the world.” The Gov- 
ernment was urged to “retire from 
business in competition with its citi- 
zens” and to assure “proportionate 
representation. for minorities” in la- 
bor's collective bargaining. 

Paul Shoup of New York, vice- 
ehairman of the Southern Pacific 
Co., told the convention that the 
greatest need was for re-employ- 
ment, and that the only way steady 
employment could be made possible 
was from profits of industry. 

“T suggest,” he said, “that the first 
obligation of industry at present, to- 
ward the Government as well as to- 
ward its employes and_ stockhold- 
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ers, is to impress upon them that 

ety is essential to the creation 
preservation of 

employment.” — oe 

Capital wealth represents the sav- 
ings of the people, he said, and 
without profit on savings there will 
be no incentive to save, wealth will 
decline and the people will be im- 
poverished. 

James A. Emery, general counsel 
for the National Association of 
Manufacturers, said all industry 
was threatened with interference by 
the National Labor Relations Board. 

Emery said the board undertook 
to rule that the labor organization 
getting the majority vote of em- 
ployes was entitled to negotiate for 
them to the exclusion of all other 
units. This, he asserted, deprived 
the minority of representation. He 
called it legislation, not adminis- 
tration of the law, which he con- 
tended gave the board only power 
to investigate.

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14 KILLED THIS YEAR 
IN SPAIN'S BULL’RINGS 


Eleven in Six Weeks—Two of 
Them Spectators Who 
Sought to Try Skill. 


By the Associated Press, 

MADRID, Sept. 28.—Fourteen 
persons have been killed this year 
in providing Spain with its “specta- 
cles of sunshine, beauty, valor and 


death”—the bull fights. 

Some Spaniards call May “the 
month of mourning.” Joselito, one 
of the greatest bullfighters in nis- 
tory, was killed in May, 1920. Crit- 
ics attributed the large number of 
deaths in May to the fact that it 
is the beginning of the season and 
the fighters take too many chances 
in trying to achieve fame. 

However, this year August and 
September accounted in six weeks 
for 11 of the 14 deaths. 

Aug. 7 in Coruna a sword flew 
from the hand of Belmonte, who re- 
cently returned to the arena after 


pierced the breast of a spectator 
who died a few minutes later. The 
same day in Madrid an impromptu 
bullfighter, who jumped from the 
stands into the arena was gvred 
through the heart. 


Clowning Bullfighter Killed. 


Aug. 11 in Manzanares, Ignacio 
Sanchez Mejias, formerly one of the 
most famous matadors, who re- 
turned to the ring this year after 
retirement, was gored through the 
thigh and died a day later. He was 
a brother-in-law of the famous 
Joselito and appeared in the aren2 
with him the day Joselito -vas 
killed. 

Aug. 12, the promising “noville:o,” 
or apprentice bulfighter, Juanito 
Jimenez, was gored in Valencia, 
dying a day or so later. Aug. 17 in 
Castro Urdiales, the comedy hull- 
fighter, Anselmo Machado, was fa- 
tally pierced by a small bull’s hcrns. 

Banderillere Miguel Casielles was 
killed in the plaza of Tetuan, Ma- 
drid suburb, Aug. 19. An impromp- 
tu fighter was killed in Villar de 
Ciervos, Aug. 29. Sept. 2, Atarfeno, 
a promising “novillero,” was gored 
in Granada. 

Next a young Madrid business 
man was gored while sitting in the 
stands when a bull jumped the sfeel 
cable barriers in Borox. He died 
within two days.

The last death in the period from 
Aug. 7 to Sept. 13 was Pedro Me 
jias, a daring young novillero, who 
was gored by a bull in Ocana.

Felipe Sassone, a writer, stated 
in a recent article, “The builfight 
cannot be defended on moral 
ground; it cannot be attacked artis- 
tically. That approaches the Span- 
ish attitude toward the “ficsta 
brava.” It is not considered here a 
sport, but a dangerous and dramat 
ic spectacle. Reviews of bullfights 
are not included in sports news, 
but alongside art, theatrical an 
musical criticisms.

IA-POINT ATTACK ON 
NEW DEAL POLICIES 


Republican Platform Submitted 
for Action by New York 
State Convention. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Sept. 28.— 
A Republican State platform, 4s- 
sailing the state and national ad- 
ministrations for an “almost com- 
plete lack of definite goals and 
fixed principles,” was presented to 
the Republican state convention to- 
day by Congressman John Taber 
of Auburn, chairman of the reso- 
lutions committee. 

The convention took up the plat- 
form after electing State Senator 
Joe R. Hanley of Perry permanent 
chairman. Ogden Mills, former 
Secretary of the Treasury, sat on 
the committee that drafted the plat- 
form. 

The platform condemned an “all- 
powerful usurping central govern- 
ment, exercising arbitrary author- 
ity and direction over the economic 
life of the individual citizen” and 
called the party’s attention to the 
“bewilderment, fear and despair on 
every hand.” 

Giving “full credit” to the ad- 
ministration for those measures 
which have been “helpful and con- 
structive,” the platform listed the 
following 14 points of attack on 
New Deal policies: 

Undermining of the American 
form of government and disruption 
of our economic system. 

Destruction of state and 
rights and responsibilities. 

Planned and controlled economy 
of alien conception, imposed and 
administered by an all-powerful dic- 
tatorship. ‘ 

Invasion of the field of private in- 
itiative by the Government, and 
manipulation by inexperienced men. 

Bureaucracy and Money. 
Setting up of a huge, incompe- 

tent, arrogant and uncontrolleble 
bureaucracy. 

Other Points of Attack. 
Debauching of the civil service. 
Destruction of cattle, hogs and 

crops on academic theories contrary 
to natural laws and forces. 

Fostering of monopolies, destruc- 
tion of competition and fixing of 
prices by the Government. 

Impairment and threatened de- 
struction of private business and 
savings through Government com- 
petition. \ 

Profligate waste of the people’s 
money without thought of the day 
of reckoning. 

A monetary policy which by its 
uncertainty destroys confidence and 
dries up the springs of credit. 

A fiscal policy which looks not 
to the morrow. 

Attempt to redistribute wealth by 
destroying it. 

Ili-conceived, irresponsible and 
frequently contradictory experi- 
ments in dozens of fields far be- 
yond the proper domain of govern- 
ment. 

Program of Pledges. 

The platform listed a program of 
pledges supporting, among other 
things: 

The American traditional consti- 
tutional form of government. 

The strengthening of the 
against monopolies so as to pre- 
serve competition. 

The principle of collective par- 
gaining, the voluntary organizzetion 
of workers into unions, and their 
right to be represented by men of 
their own choosing. 

The prompt reorganization of the 
entire national banking system so 
as to eliminate disclosed abuses and 
weaknesses and legitimately to as- 
sure a strong, well managed, uni/ied 
system. 

Strengthening of the Federa! Re- 
serve System and the freeing of 
it from political domination. 
Establishment at the earliest prac- 
ticable date of a gold bullion stand. 
ard, with gold payable on demand, 
either domestic or export. 
Stimulation of the so-called heavy 
industries. 

Agricultural recovery by deter- 
mined efforts t o regain lost foreign 
markets; by the stimulation of in- 
dustrial recovery, and the restora- 
tion of the domestic market for ag- 
ricultural products by ironing out 
price inequalities between agricul- 
tural and industrial products. 
Termination of waste and early 
return to a balanced budget. 

A national tax system based on 
ability to pay, with wealth bearing 
the chief burdens but not distorted 
deliberately to destroy or exile 
working capital, cripple private in- 
itiative or discourage saving. 

The proposed platform also 
pledged “sound and remedial” utili- 
ties legislation.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—A two-| 


board command has been placed 
by President Roosevelt over the 
NRA that Hugh S. Johnson once 
dominated single-handedly. 

One committee of six adminis- 
tration officials has been selected 
to act under the direction of Don- 
ald R. Richberg in performing the 


task of framing future policies of 
the Government’s relation to busi- 
ness. 

A second, composed of two indus- 
trialists, two labor experts and a 
college professor, has been named 
by the President to “administer, 
under my direction” the Industrial 
Recovery law. 

The White House announcement 
was made in two executive orders. 
One created the National Industrial 
Recovery Board, the administrative 
agency of the future. 

The other order revamped the 
already existing Industrial Emer- 
gency Comimttee to include Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes, Secretary 
of Labor Perkins, Chester Davis, 
AAA Administrator; the chairman 
to be selected by the new National 
Industrial Recovery Board; Harry 
Hopkins, Relief Administrator, and 
Richberg. 

Duties of Policy Board. 

These six were given the follow- 
ing duties: 

“(1) To make recommendations 
to the President through its diréc- 
tor with respect to problems of 
relief, public works, labor dis- 
putes and industrial recovery, 
together with allied probiems of 
agricultural recovery; 

“(2) To study and co-ordinate 
the handling of joint problems af- 
fecting these activities and 

(3) To determine, with the ap- 
proval of the President, the gen- 
eral policies of the administration 
of the National Industrial Recov- 
ery Act.”

of Commerce Roper’s Business Ad- 
visory and Planning Council. 

Whiteside is President of Dun & 
Bradstreet, publishers of financial 
statistics. Formerly a division ad- 
ministrator, he was closely identi- 
fied with developments of NRA’S 
price fixing policies. 

Hamilton has been chairman of 
the NRA Advisory Council, a group 
composed of three members’ each 
from the Labor, Consumers’ and 
Industrial Advisory Boards. 

Hillman is president of the Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers of Amer- 
ica, a powerful unit in the garment 
industry. Long a labor adviser at 
NRA, he recently won a notable 
victory when President Roosevelt 
by executive order slashed the 
work-week in the cotton garment 
industry from 40 to 36 hours, ef- 
fective next Monday. 

Marshall and Henderson. 

Marshall, like Hamilton, former- 
ly was connected with the Brook- 
ings Institute.

its vice-chairman. 

Henderson has been at NRA more 
than a year. His economic policies 
frequently have differed from John- 
son's and lest his views should em- 
barrass the General, Henderson has 
kept his resignation on Johnson's 
desk for acceptance at any time.

Only One in U. S. to Do 
So, J. M. Nichols, Engle- 
wood, Has Hoover’s Per- 


sonal Felicitations. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 26. — Banker 
J. M. Nichols, with a prized letter 
of felicitation from former Presi- 
dent Herbert Hoover in his pocket, 
has dug in for a finish fight as 
a holdout against the Federal De- 
posit Insurance Corporation. 

On Oct. 1, Nichols, president of 
the First National Bank of Engle- 
wood, a South Side community, 
becomes eligible to pay the Govern- 
ment’s penalty for non-compliance 
with the deposit insurance plan. 
Every other banker who can come 
under the insurance scheme has 
subscribed. 

But Nichols, asserting his bank 
is 100 per cent liquid and he’ll keep 
it so, has engaged in a direct-by- 
mail fight with the FDIC to keep 
out from under its deposit um- 
brella. 

For refusing to pay dues to the 
FDIC, and refusing to display in- 
signia ag a member, Nichols’ bank 
may be fined $100 a day after Oct. 


1 for every window receiving de- 
posits, and the Englewood First 
National, with four windows, might 
owe the FDIC $400 a day. 


A Bunch of Clowns. 

“What will you do?” Nichols was 
asked. 

“Not a thing,” he replied, “except 
call them all a bunch of clowns. I 
just want this fellow Crowley 
(Leo Crowley, chairman of the 
FDIC) to show his teeth. 

“I've offered to thrash this out 
in Federal Court. If I thought for 
a minute they could clamp down 
on me, I'd close down all but one

He said he had _ received mail 
about his one-man stand from 
bankers in many. parts of the 
country. 

“I even got one from Herbert 
Hoover,’ he said. “He wrote a fel- 
low here in Chicago who sent him 
a clipping about one of my letters 
to Jesse Jones. Mr. Hoover said: 
‘Mr. Nichols deserves a reward for 
his real Americanism’.” 

“Here’s one you'll get a laugh 
out of,” Nichols went on. “A bank- 
er out in Kansas — I won't give 
you his name — says ‘we haven't 
yet sent in our 15 cents and I will 
go to jail before I'll pay it. A few 
of the banks out here are hanging 
up their signs backward’.” 

“Tax On Sound Banks.” 

Nichols, in his preliminary con- 
versations with FDIC officials 
whom he has defied from the be- 
ginning, said he opposed deposit 
insurance as a tax upon sound 
banks to guarantee weaker ones. 
He said he regarded the scheme as 
intended to “wreck all the banks 
and then take them over.” 

The bank president expressed 
surprise at his bank’s gain in de- 
posits. 

“We made an agreement with our 
depositors to pay off, if it comes to 
that, partly in cash and the rest in 
Government bonds,” he said. “I 
thought that would drive deposits 
down. Instead, our deposits hit a 
new peak.

Group De- 
clares ‘Staggering Cost’ 
of New Deal Creates 
Additional Deficits. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—A 
threat to the nation’s financia] sta- 
bility in a pubiic debt swelled to 
$33,000,000,000 ny the end of this 
fiscal year is predicted by the Re- 


publican Senatcrial and Congres- 
sional Campaign Committee in a 
pamphlet entitled “Staggering Cost 
of the New Deal.” 

Quoting from President Roose- 
velt’s 1932 campaign speeches in 
which he pledged a 25 per cent re- 
duction in Government expendi- 
tures, the committee declares the 
chief executive ousted Lewis W. 
Douglas as budget director because 
he opposed “reciless expenditures” 
by “spendthrifts of the New Deal.” 

Douglas, who had pledged himself 
to balance the budget, resigned re- 
cently after a.conference with Mr. 
Roosevelt. 

The booklet, being distributed to 
Republican senatorial and congres- 
sional candidates, follows the cam- 
paign handbook issued earlier in 
the week by the Democratic Nation- 
al Committee. The latter praised 
the “New Deal.” 

Authors of Booklet. 

Senator Hastings of Delaware and 
Representative Bolton of Ohio are 
co-chairmen of the Republican com- 
mittee. They prepared the attack 
on fiscal policies of the Roosevelt 
administration with the assistance 
of the Republican National Com- 
mittee’s research bureau. 

On the cover of the 23-page book- 
let there is quoted a statement in 
Mr. Roosevelt’s first campaign 
speech in 1932 at Albany, N. Y., 
which reads: ‘Let us have courage 
to stop borrowing to meet continu- 
ing deficits. Stop the deficits.” 

Describing the Roosevelt admin- 
istration as the “most extravagant 

in American peace-time his- 
tory, the document says the New 
Deal spent $228 for every $1 it 
took in, “added 100,000 Democratic 
henchmen to «ne Federal payroll,” 
and was pouring out millions to peg 
the price of cotton, for relief activi- 
ties and other purposes. 

“Menace to National Credit.” 

The committee says that during 
the fiscal year 1934, the “Roosevelt 
Administration went in the hole 
at the rate of $11,000,000 a day;” 
that when it came into power and 
public debt was $20,584,310,420 and 
on Aug. 31, 1934, stood at $26,495,- 
065,000. It also says Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau’s recent 
estimate of $5,000,000,.000 as’ the 
deficit for this fiscal year was 
“very conservative.” 

“It would be almost impossible,” 
the Republicans state “to exagger- 
ate the menace to our national 
credit that is contained in the ap- 
parent indifference of the Roose- 
velt administration to piling up 
new debts and creating additional 
deficits.” 

The booklet notes that when Re-

“That is a false assumption for 
the frontiers of science, invention, 
and the inspirations of human be- 
havior are as yet but barely pene- 
trated by men. ...

We must have new 
articles and new services which ab- 
sorb those workers released from 
constant perfecting of the methods 
of making the older articles and 
services, 

“The new wants and desires 
which arise from new additions to 
the standard of living, the new 
purchasing power which comes 
from economy in producing the al- 
ready established standards are the 
motors that urge the wheels of eco- 
nomic progress.”

Now that so much is said about taxes, 
I think the time is ripe for St. Louis to 
come forward with the most progressive 
and fairest scheme that could be used. 
I think that income and income alone 
should be the basis for taxes for every 
purpose and need of the city, State and 
Federal governments. The exemption 
should be no less than $2000 for single 
persons and proportionate for those with 
dependents, because such a minimum 
would raise the living standard of the 
lower brackets, which is so much to be 
desired for the well-being of the whole 
community. 

If taxes are taken off real estate and 
personal property, this will stimulate 
buying, which is also very desirable and 
which, in turn, is someone else’s income. 

Ground (not buildings) should always 

carry a light tax because that is really 
permanent community property lent to 
the owner for indefinite periods of use. 
Also, inherited sums (above a certain 
amount) should have a special tax at the 
time of receipt, and very large holdings 
lying idle should have a special tax. 
_ This plan would be simple to execute, 
difficult to evade (income figures given 
to the Federal Government should be 
used) and surely the most equitable. 

Such is my cure for some of our finan- 
cial ills.

Questions Proposed Milk Ordinance. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

s UFFICIENT evidence seems to have 

been given the public to prove there 
is something wrong with the milk supply 
in St. Louis. I understand a report of 
the United States Public Health Service 
rated the quality of milk at far below 
what it should be. 

This is a deplorable state of affairs and 
something should be done immediately to 
correct the quality of milk sold to citizens 
of St. Louis. I fear that the producers 
and distributors of milk have got  to- 
gether on an ordinance that will suit their 
own interests. Dr. Frank of the United 
States Public Health Service is quoted as 
saying the ordinance proposed by the 
milk interests is unsatisfactory. If so, 
the public should know about it. The 
producers and distributors are the last 
people in the world who should dictate 
what sort of ordinance the people should 
have to insure the best quality of milk. 


ALIEN LAWS AND HAUPTMANN. 

The implication of Bruno Hauptmann in the Lind- 
bergh kidnaping case illuminates some defects of 
our immigration system, to which public opinion has 
been inattentive in the past. One result is likely to 
be stronger sentiment for changes in the laws, such 
as were proposed to the last session of Congress by 
the Department of Labor, but failed of passage de- 
spite favorable committee reports in both houses. 

Primarily, of course, Hauptmann’s presence in this 
country must be checked to the immigration agents, 
for he entered as a stowaway in 1923 and escaped 
detection, both at that time and in his subsequent 
residence Here. The atrocious crime now attributed 
to him should spur that service to. greater vigilance, 
though, of course, it would be unreasonable to ex- 
pect 100 per cent efficiency in stopping illegal 
entries. 

Had Hauptmann remained in this country after ar- 
rival, he could not now be deported on the ground of 
illegal entry alone. The law confers immunity on aliens 
who entered the United States illegally before July l, 
1924, and the Government has no alternative to let- 
ting them stay. The Department of Labor asked the 
last Congress to grant it discretion to act in cases 
of undesirable aliens now protected by legal red tape. 
It is rumored, however, that Hauptmann visited 
Germany after he arrived here, and also later went 
hunting in Canada. If these movements can be 
proved, each return to this country would be treated 
by law as his first entry, and, of course, would have 
illegal status. 

Even conviction of the Lindbergh crime would be 
insufficient ground, taken alone, for deporting Haupt- 
mann after expiration of his sentence. The law 
states that an alien may be deported if sentenced 
to imprisonment for one year or more for a crime 
involving moral turpitude—but it provides that the 
crime must have been committed within five years 
of the alien’s entry. The Lindbergh kidnaping oc- 
curred some nine years after Hauptmann came to 
this country. It is further provided that an alien 
may be deported if he is twice convicted of such 
crimes, irrespective of the date of his entry. Unless 
Hauptmann is found guilty on two charges in the 
Lindbergh case, he thus could not be deported for 
that crime alone. So another loophole in the law is 
disclosed. 

Hauptmann is subject to deportation, however, 
if it can be proved that the crime of which he was 
convicted in Germany, before entering this country, 
was a felony. Recent dispatches indicate that there 
now seems some doubt as to the gravity of his prev- 
ious criminal record. 

As matters now stand, Hauptmann could not be 
deported, if acquitted in the Lindbergh case or at 
the expiration of his sentence, if- convicted, unless 
it is proved that he re-entered the country illegally, 
committed a felony in Germany or unless he is con- 
victed on two counts in the forthcoming trial. 

The holes in the legal net are not peculiar to the 
Hauptmann case alone. In the brief submitted to 
the last session of Congress advocating changes in 
the laws, mention was made of 235 alien criminals 
who could not be deported because of statutory 
quirks. Ohe of these had been in this country 27 
years and had spent 10 years of that time in prison; 
another had a record of 23 convictions. On the other 
hand, deportation was required of 465 desirable citi- 
zens for minor infringements. Many of these were 
the sole support of families. 

Perhaps the case of Bruno Hauptmann will rouse 
our legislators sufficiently to bring about the long- 
overdue revision of the inequitable sections in our 
immigration statutes, and make it easier to banish 
undesirable aliens from our shores. 
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The League of Nations is having the luck of most 
clubs. Forty-five of the member nations are in ar- 
rears for dues. 
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IS SHAW A MERE MORTAL? 
When Bernard Shaw passes up an opportunity to 
deliver a lecture, that’s news. Such an unusual event 
is reported from London, in the announcement that, 
for the first time in 20 years, Shaw will not give 
his annual address on current affairs before the Fa- 
bian Society. More surprising than this, however, 
is the reason given for the curb on his eloquence. 
“Even Mr. Shaw is not immortal,” says an officer 
of the Fabians, adding that it was feared the strain 
of the address might be too great for him. What a 
blow this statement is to the claims of vegetarianism, 
to the prowess and physique of G. B. S., to those of 
us who thought that Shaw, like Tennyson’s brook, 
would simply “go on forever.” 
There are some shots still left in the Shavian quiv- 
er, however. In the interview with the London Sun- 
day Chronicle, reprinted in part in last Sunday’s 
Post-Dispatch, his wit and invective are much as of 
old. He rails against countries that are not ruled by 
dictators as “merely sticking in the mud”: he as- 
sails Britain’s ‘parliamentary tosh’; he urges put- 
ting down the minority and letting the majority 
party have its way without restraint. 
Those vigorous pronouncements are obviously not 
the dying gasps of a decayed publicist. For Mr. Shaw 
is, of course, immortal. He is now merely entering 
his second incarnation, and a far cry it is from his 
earlier libertarian personality. And that, perhaps, 
explains why he isn’t addressing the Fabian Social- 
ists any more. 


If yacht-racing now is big business; as Skipper 
Sopwith asserts, he had better take his complaints to 


the Federal Trade Commission. 
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NOT THE WAY. 

The United States Junior Chamber of Commerce 
has undertaken a national campaign to outlaw the 
Communist party from the United States. As out- 
lined by E. R. West of Los Angeles, president of the 
organization, the plan is to ban the Communist ticket 
from the ballot, prohibit the exhibition of the red 
flag, require school teachers to take oaths of loyalty 
to the Constitution, close the mails to Communist 
literature, and so on. This program may be well: 
intentioned; it certainly is most ill-advised and can 
hardly be calculated to do other than give Commu- 
nists the opportunity to feel that they are being per- 
secuted and martyrized. 

The Post-Dispatch has no more use for Communism 
as a way of life than has the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce. Where we part company is in our read- 
ing of Article I of the amendments to the Con- 
stitution, which plainly says that Congress shall 
make no,law “respecting an establishment of religion, 
or prohibiting the free exercise thereof: or abridging 
the freedom of speech, or of the press; or the right

the Government for a redress of grievances.” The 
best way to protect the Constitution is to enforce 
its guaranties. To violate them is to take up the 
tactics which have brought life in Germany and Italy 


to its present state. 
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THE BRIDGE PROBLEM. 

A way out of the bridge impasse has been opened 
by the offer of Stifel, Nicolaus & Co., St. Louis bank- 
ing firm, to lend $758,700 for completion of five rail 
approaches to the Municipal Bridge. These ap- 
proaches would make the bridge available for rail 
traffic, as contemplated in the agreement of 1930 be- 
tween the city and the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion. Acceptance of the loan would also hasten con- 
trol by the city of the pedestrian deck of Eads 
Bridge. 

The agreement with the Terminal Association was 
embodied in two contracts. One provides for the con- 
struction by the city of the five rail approaches to 
the Municipal Bridge, the money to be advanced by 
the Terminal and repaid by the city out of revenue 
earned by the bridge. The Terminal agrees to use 
the railroad deck and to pay the city the regular tolls 
therefor, guaranteeing a minimum of $600,000. 

The other contract provides that the city may 
abolish tolls on the Eads Bridge as to pedestrians 
and private vehicles on payment of an annual rental 
of $140,000, or may make it free to all vehicles ex- 
cept street cars on payment of $200,000 a year. This 
rental is to be credited on charges due the city from 
the Terminal for use of the Municipal Bridge, and 
the arrangement is to become effective when the 
Terminal starts using the latter bridge. 

What was then regarded as a happy ending of the 
old. and vexing bridge problem ran up against a stone 
wall when the Terminal, because of the depression, 
found it could not continue to advance money for 
the approaches. Resort was had to the RFC and 
later to the PWA for the necessary funds, but the 
applications were not successful. The PWA, it is 
said, doubts the loan could be made legally. 

The hitch with regard to the Stifel, Nicolaus offer 


within five years. President Henry Miller of the 
Terminal apparently prefers continued efforts to ob- 
tain the money from the PWA rather than accept- 
ance of the Stifel, Nicolaus proposal. 

We do not believe we are unduly optimistic in be- 
lieving that the kinks can be ironed out and some 
solution, satisfactory to everyone, reached. The rail- 
road deck of the Municipal Bridge has lain idle, or 
comparatively so, ever since it was built. It should 
be put to work. As for Eads Bridge, it is not likely, 
in view of the tolls for automotive traffic that are 
in force now on the Municipal Bridge, that the city 
could free it, as originally intended. But it would be 
possible to revise the contract by providing for low- 
ering the Eads Bridge tolls to.the Municipal Bridge 
levels.

Though a veteran Socialist, with a platform embodying Socialist doctrines, Sinclair 
is bitterly attacked by that party's leaders; question is raised whether, by this 
attitude, they do not place partisan regularity ahead of their group's objectives; 
writer assails these critics for using bad tactics and aiding reactionary candidate.

HE storm of abuse, the rain of epithets 

which fell on Upton Sinclair from con- 

servative quarters during his pre-pri- 
mary canvass, and now bids fair to increase 
during the electoral campaign for the gov- 
ernorship of California, may irritate but it 
should surprise no one. 

But what is to be thought of the reception 
which the Sinclair candidacy and program 
is receiving from Socialists? For here is a 
man who has given his life to the cause of 
Socialism, who has used up several fortunes 
in spreading Socialist teaching, who has aid- 
ed in the founding of several Socialist organ- 
izations, who is regarded in other lands as 
this nation’s one important interpreter of 
Socialist thought, who is being fought by 
conservatives in this campaign largely on 
the basis of-his Socialism—yet who is now 
being excoriated and anathematized by those 
who have in the past called themselves his 
Socialist comrades! If the fact were not so 
tragic, it would be laughable. 

' Consider what has taken place. In a state 
which occupies a peculiarly important posi- 
tion in the strategy of our national politics, 
this veteran Socialist, overwhelmed by waste 
of human and material resources, deter- 
mines to make a bold, sir.gle-handed attempt 
to seize the machinery of one of the effec- 
‘tive parties in order to apply a Socialist 
remedy to the social disease. 
+ * . 

Does he conceal his desire for the coming 
of a Socialist commonwealth? No, he de- 
clares that everything he attempts now is as 
a step toward that goal. Does he pussyfoot 
on vita] issues? No, he goes out of his way 
to make his position and his program as 
clear as human speech can make them. But 
he sees the two-party system for what it is 
—a mechanical contrivance for the approxi- 
mate registration of the public will—and he 
determines to use it as it waits to be used, 
to capture the control of the State and. to 
put his Socialist remedies for the social ills 
of the State into actual effect. 

If it is thought that this is a misreading 
of the Sinclair campaign, or that Mr. Sin- 
clair actually has deserted his Socialist prin- 
ciples, a study of the “Epic” platform will 
show the contrary. As a matter of plain 
fact, it may be doubted whether the Social- 
ist party as such ever entered a campaign 
which it had a genuine hope of winning—as 
in cities like Milwaukee, Bridgeport and 
Reading—with as radical and far-reaching 
a Socialist platform as Mr. Sinclair is run- 
ning on in California. 

The chances are great that, before this 
campaign is over, his platform will have 
become a text for passionate discussion in 
every part of the nation. It may be re- 
garded as a good platform or as a bad one. 
Whatever the verdict, it will be regarded as 
a vital platform—a genuine proposal for im- 
mediate, concrete, understandable action— 
and men everywhere wil] react vitally to it. 
Its Socialistic nature will be alleged and ad- 
mitted, but in the end men will range them- 
selves for or against it, not on the basis 
of its label, but of its content, 

But now, at this juncture, when it is clear 
that great masses of Americans are going to 
make this choice, what are the Socialists— 
the official Socialists, the party Socialistsa— 
doing? The party's Executive Committee 
hastens to meet and inform the country that 


Mr. Sinclair is a party renegade, and that 
nothing he does or proposes is longer to be 
regarded as genuine Socialism. The party’s 
leader expresses his perscnal friendship for 
Mr. Sinclair, but warns the country that the 
Sinclair program is quite visionary. And 
the party in the State in which Mr. Sin- 
clair is actually running adopts a document 
whose tone and import can be gauged from 
these excerpts: 

“It is the despair that follows hopes false- 
ly raised by plans like ‘Epicism’ that makes 
the people ready to follow a demagogue like 
Hitler. . . . Sinclair’s theory of getting pow- 
er is essentially the old theory of electing 
good men to office on a program of reform 
that frequently has been tried (sic!) for the 
last 100 years. . . . We need to try a new 
method, the Socialist method of getting pow- 
er for the workers and common people—not 
of electing individuals, but of electing a 
party into office, a party disciplined and ed- 
ucated to withstand capitalist propaganda.”

The campaign in California, with its na- 
tional repercussions, is going to have a lot 
of effects which even now are not to be 
forecast. But if the current Socialist atti- 
tude toward Mr. Sinclair and his platform 
continues, one of those effects may easily 
be the raising of the question in many 
minds as to whether the interest of the of- 
ficial Socialist party is primarily in pushing 
forward as fast as possible toward a So- 
cialist order, or in securing and enforcing 
party regularity. 

To individuals who have become con- 
vinced that the processes of history have 
brought us to a point where some sort of 
Socialist society is required, this action by 
the official party representatives may raise 
the question as to whether these representa- 
tives expect to achieve such an order by 
calling down anathemas on every man who 
dares to deviate from what they have de- 
clared is the party line. 

We are by no means 
Sinclair can, if elected, carry all his pro- 
gram into effect. Neither are we sure that 
it would be a good thing for the State of 
California if he could and should. But we 
are convinced of his sincerity; we are con- 
vinced that his success in inducing the vot- 
ers of California to deal with their political 
and social issues on the basis o’ such a 
definite economic program is of immense 
importance; we are convinced that if he 
gets a chance to try out 50 per cent, or 25

Another thing which is reported 
to have riled Roosevelt was John- 
son’s statement that his “heart 
bled” for George A. Sloan, chairman 
of the Textile Institute. This came 
after the President had secured 
an explicit promise from Johnson 
that he would not get embroiled in 
the textile strike. Roosevelt also 
got a report on Johnson’s general 
behavior when he made the speech 
and it did not go down well. 

Thus one of the most colorful, 
dynamic and at one time most 
genuinely useful members of the 
Roosevelt family gradually eased 
himself out of big influence in the 
New Deal.

Miss Mabel T. Boardman Is on 
Her Way to International 
Conference at Tokio. 


Mabel T. Boardman of 
Washington, national director of 
volunteer service, American Red 
Cross, was in St. Louis yesterday 
en route from Washington to Tokio, 
Japan, where she will attend the In- 
ternational Red Cross Conference 
in October. 

In addition to her activities as 
national director of volunteer serv- 
ice, Miss Boardman has been a 
member of the Central Committee, 
the governing body of the Red 
Cross, for 29 years, and has been 
national secretary of the organiza- 
the World 
War. She sponsored a movement 
which raised $400,000 in public con- 
tributions and $400,000 in a Congres- 
sional contribution for the construc- 
tion of the National Red Cross 
building in Washington. She also 
led the movement which raised 
$600,000 for erection of another Red 
Cross building as a memorial to the 
heroic women of the World War. 


To Discuss War Problems. 

Among the more important sub- 
jects to be discussed at the Tokio 
conference is the question of pro- 
tecting people from poison gases in 
time of war. 

“We realize,” said Miss Board- 
man, “that victims of gas attacks 
will require much attention if there 
should be another war.” The prob- 
lem of standard hospital’ supplies, 
volunteer service, and whether or 
not gauze may be sent to belliger- 
ent countries in war times will be 
analyzed at the meeting. 

“The Red Cross organization in 
Japan,” she said, “is highly effici- 
ent and well organized. They have 
a membership of 2,000,000 as com- 
pared with 4,000,000 members in the 
United States. We must consider, 
however, that we have three times 
as Many people.” 

“The present aim of the volun- 
teer service is to have some train- 
ing program for each branch of 
the service,” Miss Boardman con- 
tinued. “The service is divided in 
the following units: Staff assistants, 
comprised mostly of young Wash- 
ington debutantes; the production 
department, which makes clothes 
for distressed persons; surgical 
dressing department; canteen and 
motor corps, and the department 
for training and aiding blind per- 
sons. 


Miss 


Proposes to Enlist Men. 

“Most of the work is done by 
women, but I want to organize a 
volunteer service for men. We have 
a definite need for such service and 
I shall introduce this idea in the 
Middle West upon my return. 

“We make a million surgical 
dressings a year but we should 
make 4,000,000. Hospitals furnish 
the materials and we should sup- 
ply the labor. Moreover, I want to 
extend the printing and binding of 
braille, pages of raised dots which 
enable the blind to read. We are 
now working on greater condensa- 
tion of famous works and need a 
great deal of aid in this field.” 

In 1915, Miss Boardman wrote the 
history of the Red Cross and for- 
mer President Woodrow Wilson 
wrote the introduction. In 1320 she 
was appointed the first woman 
member of the commission, which 
directs the government of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. She has received 
decorations from the Governments 
of Sweden, Belgium, France, Japan, 
Italy, Serbia and Porttugal for her 
“devoted humanitarian efforts.”

Miss Boardman addressed a num- 
ber of Red Cross workers at a 
luncheon given in her honor at the 
Coronado Hotel yesterday. She was 
guest of honor last evening at a 
buffet supper at the home of Mr.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes announced 
yesterday that publicly owned 
power projects would be aided by 
the PWA only when they were able 
to provide electric rates lower than 
those provided by private utilities. 

Ickes said this clarification of the 
Public Works Administration’s pol- 
icy followed action by some pri- 
vately owned utilities, chiefly in the 
Middle West, which reduced rates 
below those proposed by municipal 
projects. He said the announce- 
ment might be an influence toward 
further reductions by private com- 
panies. 

Assurance was given by Ickes 
that cases affected by PWA policy 
would be administered so that no 
municipal power plant would be de- 
prived of the possibility of public 
works support until the local gov- 
ernment felt assured any reduction 
by a private utility would be on a 
“reasonably permanent basis.”

Asked what utilities had made 
rate reductions, he mentioned the 
Mid-West Co., operating in the Mis- 
sissippi basin. He said the company 
had cut its charges in its entire 
field and not only in locations 
where it was threatened by com- 
petition from publicly owned plants 
‘financed by PWA. 


‘ATTEMPT TO ENJOIN NRA 
FROM REMOVING BLUE EAGLE 


Washington Court Orders Showing 
of Cause in Suit by Imple- 
ment Firm. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 28. — The 
NRA was directed by Justice Jesse 
'C. Adkins of District of Columbia 
Supreme Court yesterday to show 
cause why it should not be re- 
strained from revoking the Blue 
Eagle of the Ames Baldwin Wyom- 
ing Co., Parkersburg, W. Va., man- 
ufacturers of shovels, tools and oth- 

er hand implements. 

The company contended that, al- 
though it had lived up to require- 
ments of the Recovery Act, it was 
directed last month by the National 
Labor Relations Board to furnish 
a list of its employes so that an 
election could be held to determine 
who should represent them in col- 
lective bargaining. 

Contending it was not required 
to submit to the board’s order, the 
company appealed to the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals. The 
company alleged that in the face 
of its appeal the compliance divi- 
sion of NRA recommended remoxal 
of its Blue Eagle sent word it did 
not consider the appeal as staying 
the removal and indicated its in- 
tention of issuing the order. 

Judge Adkins held the petition 
called on the Government to show 
cause why the Blue Eagle should 
not be placed in status quo pending 
outcome of the appeal in the Cir- 
cuit Court of West Virginia. 


MACON FARMERS TO RECEIVE 
$100,000 CORN-HOG CHECKS 


First Payment on Government Con- 
tracts Expected in Few Days; 
Cattle Bring $9000.

MACON, Mo., Sept. 28.—Within 


a few days Macon County farmers 
will receive $100,000 as the first 
payment on their corn and hog con- 
tracts. Out of 1243 acceptances 
sent in from this county 1218 have 
been validated by the Government 
at Wshington, nd the papers have 
been returned here.

MARSHMALLOW GINGERBREAD 


One-quarter cup shortening. 
One-half cup sugar. 

One egg. 

One-half cup molasses. 

One and three-quarters cups flour. 
One teaspoon soda. 

One teaspoon cinnamon. 
One teaspoon ginger. 
One-quarter teaspoon salt. 
One-half cup sour milk. 
Thirty-six marshmallows.

Cool Weather Makes Food 
Taste Better; New Ideas 
Keep Home Cook Happy. 


Each season of the year offers 
certain delicacies in foods and it 
is often times difficult to say which 
is the best—each one seems 80 as 
it approaches. Certainly early fall 
deserves first place with the first 
good apples, with oysters back again 
in general use, with increased ap- 


petities for such things as waffles 
and griddle cakes swimming in 
golden syrup and flanked by crisp 
brown sausages, with steamed pud- 
dings and hearty dumplings and 
the large list of all “good, solid, 
substantial foods.” Perhaps it is 
the cool weather and the renewed 
interest it brings that makes food 
taste better, but whatever’ the 
cause, now is the time to change 
from summer to autumn meals. 
This week’s menus are planned to 
appease those heartier appetites 
and also to furnish some new ideas 
to keep the home cook happy. 

Roast young pork is delicious 
when there is a tang in the air, 
and stuffed tenderloin with scal- 
loped sweet potatoes and apples, 
and creamed white or yellow tur- 
nips makes one of the best pork 
combinations we know of. Pork 
tenderloin is more expensive than 
the other pork cuts, but there is no 
waste in it, a fact that must always 
be taken into consideration when 
estimating the cost. Thick pork 
chops or meaty spare-ribs, stuffed 
and baked—may be substituted for 
the tenderloin. For six people about 
two pounds of tenderloin will be 
needed, or six chops each cut two 
inches thick, or about three pounds 
of spare-ribs.

Many Ways to Use Apples. 

Apples are getting better every 
day, and we have made good use 
of them in this week’s menus The 


health value of apples is almost too | 


well known to need emphasizing 
now, but we do want to mention 
some of the ways that may be used 
to increase their use. For instance, 
we have suggested frying them 
with bacon, stuffed baked apples 
(stuffed with dates and raisins), in 
combination with celery for salad, 
with sweet potatoes to serve with 
pork, and in baked apple dump- 
lings. Raw apples added to fruit 
gelatine gives a crisp note to the 
mixture that increases its ‘‘appetite 
appeal’; raw apples diced and 
served with brown sugar and cin- 
namon and cream make a grand 
luncheon dessert or breakfast fruit; 
apple sauce tarts with a garnish of 
jelly or cream leave ncthing to be 
desired. Then there is the apple 
sauce toast that is served with 
bacon or sausage for breakfast, 
lunch or dinner; candied apples to 
serve with pork, ham, lamb or veal; 
jellied apple ring, apple cake, apple 
gingerbread, apple filled coffee 
ring, apple biscuits and muffins— 
start with those in your menu list 
for this fall and winter and by the 
time you have tried them all, we 
will have some more ready for you!

Not only the food 
itself, and how to provide and 
serve it, not only the suitable time 
and place for the children to eat, 
but the children’s choice of foods 
they buy—all these are parts of the 


partly up to the schools, partly up 
to the parents and teachers, and 
partly up to the children themselves. 


The schools must provide the 
time andthe place for a good lunch 
to be eaten in comfort, say the spe- 
cialists. The schools should provide 
the food also for children who do 
not or cannot bring their own. 
i'Schools can get relief funds to pro- 
vide this meal free to the needy 
children. The parents and teachers 
should guide the children to the 
right choice of foods. And chil- 
dren should spend their lunch 
money, not just for sweets and 
“pop,” but for the foods they need. 
The Bureau of Home Economics 
of the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture calls attention to these and 
other suggestions resulting from a 
survey by a Massachusetts commit- 
tee composed of public health offi- 
cials, extension workers and repre- 
sentatives of public welfare organ- 
izations. This committee reported 
‘upon 305 schools in 85 cities and 
towns. They found that more than 
47,000 children in these’ schools 
either brought their whole lunch or 
carried a lunch and bought some- 
thing more. 
And right there, of course, in 
what the children brought and what 
they bought, are facts somebody 
should deal with. Only a little 
more than one-quarter of the chil- 
dren had milk at lunch. Only 18 
per cent had raw fruits and few 
had cooked fruits. Only 12 per cent 
had cooked vegetables, very few 
had raw ones. Only 10 per cent 
had meat, egg or fish. Only 11 per 
cent had a hot dish of any kind. 
Not many good lunches, on that 
showing, for the most of those chil- 
dren. 

Lunch Pennies for Candy. 
What did the rest of them eat? 
In the schools surveyed in one 
county, all the children had sweets, 
though only a fifth of them had 
milk. Lunch pennies and nickels 
go very often into chocolate bars 
or some other candy and “pop.” 
This certainly is not as it should 
be, for although sweets may be all 
very well in their place, they dull 
the appetite for other foods, and 
should be eaten only after all other 
[food needs are satisfied. But—at 
| recess time there is the corner store 
‘or the push cart or the candy slot- 
| machine somewhere near by; and 
lif the school offers no competing 
attractions, the children naturally 
buy sweets. 

Or maybe they choose the sweets 
anyhow. Much depends on the 
child’s training at home. Child spe- 
cialists and most parents agree that 
| the child can be taught to want the 
|'foods that are good for him. It is 
'a question of beginning his teach- 
ing when he is very young. 

But take the facts as they are re- 
ported here. The children in the 
Massachusetts survey who brought 
a part of their lunch spent about 
3 to 5 cents for extra food. With a 
school lunchroom in trained hands, 
it should be possible to provide a 
very good hot dish for the 3 to 5 
cents those children spent to sup- 
plement what they brought from 
home.

These main dishes, when 
made in quantities for 50 children, 
by recipes which the Bureau fur- 
nishes, can be provided at a cost 
of not more than 2 to 5 cents for a 
good-sized serving. The list in- 
cludes split pea soup with cured 
pork; peanut - butter -and-tomato 
soup; cracked wheat chowder: cod- 
fish, spaghetti and _ tomatoes; 
creamed eggs; creamed mixed veg- 
etables with egg; liver and tomato 
with spaghetti; vegetable soup; corn 
and potato chowder; creamed fish 
with vegetables; eggs and rice in to- 
mato sauce; meat and vegetable 
stew; cream of potato soup; lima 
beans with bacon and _ tomatoes; 
creamed salmon and noodles. 

Cost of Dishes Vary. 
The cost of these dishes will vary, 
of course, with the locality, and 
may change somewhat from week 
to week. At present Washington 
prices, which aré higher than the 
food prices in many other large cit- 
ies, the cost of these dishes ranges 
from 1% to 4% cents per serving. 
These suggestions are contained 
in a mimeographed pamphlet which 
can be had free by writing to the 
Bureau of Home Economics, U. §. 
Department of Agriculture, Wash- 
ington, D. C. Briefly, this is some 
of the advice it contains:

FSS EXPENSIVE MEAT 
GUTS JUST AS 6000 


Nutritious as Most Expensive 
Cuts; Need Long, Slow Cook- 
ing and Careful Seasoning. 


Rising meat prices have again 
brought us to the necessity of 
planning appetizing ways of using 
the cheaper cuts of meat in order 
to keep the desired amount of it in 
our family meals. There are so 
many methods and so many recipes 
for turning the less expensive 
meats into very palatable dishes 
that we can only give a few of 
the newer ones here. 

Properly cooked and seasoned, 


the less expensive cut of any meat 
may be made as palatable and as 
nutritious as the most expensive. 
Generally speaking, all the cheap- 
er cuts need long, slow cooking and 
careful seasoning. 

Veal Creole. 

For instance, veal creole de- 
pends on the combination of onion, 
green pepper and tomato to make 
it the very palatable dish it is. 
Buy for six people two and one- 
half pounds stewing veal that is 
cut from the shank after the cut- 
lets have been taken off. It is all 
edible meat, with no waste. Cut 
the meat in small pieces and mix 
with three tablespoons flour sea- 
soned with one teaspoon salt and 
a little pepper. Melt three table- 
spoons meat drippings in a shallow 
saucepan, add the meat and stir 
until the meat is well browned. 
Then. add onehalf cup sliced 
onion, a small green pepper cut in 
narrow strips, two cups canned to- 
matoes, one teaspoon sugar, one 
teaspoon celery salt and one-half 
teaspoon paprika. Cover and boil 
very slowly for one and one-half 
hours, adding a little water if the 
sauce gets too thick. When the meat 
is tender, turn out on a hot plat- 
ter bordered with mounds of boiled 
rice and serve with buttered string 


ed raw carrot, and baked apple 
dumplings for dessert. 

Beef Pie With Biscuit Crust. 

A beef pie with biscuit crust is a 
trifle more expensive but a very 
tasty dish, and a very substantial 
one. For six people buy 1% pounds 


with three tablespoons flour sea- 
soned with salt and pepper. Or in- 
stead of using all beef, buy one 
pound bottom round and beef kid- 
ney. Cut the meat in cubes and 
the kidney in small pieces, discard- 
ing the tough center core. Wash 
the kidney well in cold water, drain 
and mix with the meat and flour.

Sausage Flavor “Stretched.” 

While sausages are not one of 
the less expensive meats, strictly 
speaking, their flavor is such that 
it may be “stretched” over some 
bland foods to make “a littlé go 


| a long ways.” , Take, for example, 


a thick kidney bean puree served 
with crisp browned sausages and 
sauted bananas. It is a very 
hearty dish, one that may be new 
to you in flavor and ts not expen- 
sive. One and one-half pounds 


| Sausages will make a dinner for 


six people. 

Sausages With Bean Puree and 
Bananas: Soak one pound kidney 
beans over night in cold water, boil 
until tender and rub through a 
coarse strainer or puree sieve to 
make three cups thick pulp. Sea- 
son with two tablespoons hot sau- 
sage fat, salt and pepper to sea- 
son and reheat while the sausages 
are cooking. Arrange the bean 
puree in a mound on a hot platter, 
put the fried sausages around it 
and arrange small whole sauted ba- 
nanas over the top. This makes an 
all-in-one dish meal which may be 
served with boiled rice if liked. 
Add a crisp green salad and a tart 
lemon pie for dessert. 

Curried Lamb With Noodles. 

For Curried Lamb With Noodles: 
Buy two or three pounds shoulder 
lamb and cut the meat in small 
pieces. Mix with one-quarter cup 
flour seasoned with one teaspoon 
salt and a little pepper. Brown it 
in four tablespoons hot fat in a 
saucepan, then add one sour apple 
peeled and diced, one large onion | 
sliced thin, and one tablespoon | 
good curry powder. Stir to mix, | 
then add three cups boiling water. | 
Cover and boil very gently for one | 
and a half hours or until the meat 
is tender. Skim off the fat, and 
thicken the gravy with two table- 
spoons flour mixed with a little 
cold water. Season with one table- 
spoon vinegar or lemon juice. Serve 
with boiled noodles. Serves six.

Five pounds Blue grapes.

OTATO pancakes and potato 
dumplings made the “rea) Ger- 
man way” are simple to make 
and delicious. The following reci- 
pes supplied by a German cook are 
sure to please the family on any of 
these cool days: 


Potato Pancakes. 
For potato pancakes for six peo- 


ple use three pounds raw potatoes 
weighed before peeling. Peel the 
potatoes, wash and let stand in cold 
water for at least 15 minutes. Grate 
the potatoes quickly on a large 
grater, drain off the watcr that 
collects on them and mix at once 
with the well-beaten yolks of three 
eggs, one and one-fourth cups sifted 
flour, three teaspoons salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon pepper, one large 
sour apple peeled and grated, and 
about one teaspoon grated onion. 
Mix well and fold in the _ stiffly 
beaten whites of three eggs. The 
batter should be thin. Fry three or 
four at a time in a heavy frying 
pan greased with hot lard or any 
preferred cooking fat. Keep the 
pancakes hot until all are cooked. 
Serve with meat or with apple 
sauce for a hearty luncheon dish.

HOOVER URGES PUBLIC 
T0 AID RELIEF WORK 


Says Bureaucracy Cannot Re- 
place Sympathy of Vol- 
untary Effort. 


By the Asscciated Press. 

PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 28.—Ob- 
serving that “the kindly radiance 
of sympathy and encouragement 
which goes with voluntary efforts, 
cannot be reproduced by bureau- 
crats,’ Herbert Hoover yesterday 
praised voluntary service in the re- 
lief of distress. 

The former President was the 
guest of honor and the principal 
speaker at this city’s community 
chest exposition. 

“We have needed every agency in 
the disasters of the past five years,” 
he said, “and I know of no greater 
evidence of the growing idealism of 
our race than has been shown dur- 
ing this period. The 20 odd million 
families who have had employment 
have with manly courage and wom- 
anly sympathy taken the burden of 
support of those 4,000,000 familics 
whose breadwinners have heen ren- 
dered idle from no fault of their 
own.” 

He mentioned that statistics for 
'each six months since 1930 show a 
steady decrease in illness and in 
adult and infant mortality »nd that 
there has been no general sickness 
or death from hunger or coli. 
“This,” the ex-President con- 
cluded, “is. complete proof that the 
people as a whole, at all times 
since the depression began, have 
been organized and better looked 
after than even when the Nation 
was without conomic anxieties.” 
“Herein,” he declared, “is proof 
of spiritual growth of our people.” 
That growth and the effectiveness 
of this service, he said, is due to 
“the voluntary agencies who de- 
serve the major tribute.” 

For, he said, they had “builded 
the public conscience,” and at the 
start of the depression the burden 
was almost entirely theirs, and it 
gradually became greater. 

“In these days when there are 
vast agitations to have the Gov- 
ernment assume all these respon- 
sibilities,” Hoover said, “some 
truths might be worth observing. 
“One is that the kindly radiance 
of sympathy and encouragement 
which goes with voluntary efforts 
cannot be reproduced by bureau- 
crats.”

Suit Over-call 


y HEN one partner opens the 
Ww bidding, and the other doubles 
a suit overcall, the double 
usually indicates a fairish number 
of trumps—anywhere from four to 
eight, therefore this double is often 
the means of indicating a psychic 
overcall to the opening bidder, pro- 
viding he holds three or four cards 
in that suit. 

In today’s hand, North believed 
that he had cleverly detected a 
psychic. East wasn’t psychicking— 
he was simply inviting disaster. 
And if West is doubled in his res- 
cue bid of two diamonds, the re- 
sult will not be a top for East and 
West.

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Care of Teeth 
In Child's Early 
Days Essential

HEN Mary was 10 years old 
Wi was first noticed that the 


shape of her mouth was chang- 
ing, and that the change was due 
to marked irregularities in her 
teeth. Mary’s baby teeth had been 
white and even, and had given her 
very little trouble. To be sure, she 
had lost her molars over early, but 
her mother had not worried about 
it. They were only first teeth, she 
thought, and would be replaced au- 
tomatically in time. 

It was just there that the mother 
made her mistake. When the first 
teeth are in place the second are 
already being formed in the gums, 
and the first teeth are holding 
spaces ready for the new ones to 
come into. 

If the first teeth are lost too soon, 
the jaw contracts, for nature does 
not like holes. Then, when the sec- 
ond set is ready to push through, 
they can find no room, and shove

Baby teeth should be 
and guarded with the same _ care 
which persons give to the second 
lot, for on their growth and sound- 
ness depends the jaw development 
and the shape of the mouth in later 
years. Many of the fees later paid 
to orthodontists could be avoided 
by the payment of regular dentist 
bills when the child is small. 

Visits to the dentist every six 
months should certainly be the rule. 
More than that, at the first hint of 
toothache, the first sign of tooth 
decay, the child should be taken to 
a dentist, and to one who appre-

Infection, however, may assume 
many different forms. The simplest 
is the formation of an abscess in 
the skin. Germs may break through 
the healthy skin in various ways. 
They are constantly present on the 
surface of the skin, and if a cut 
occurs they enter this cut and be- 
gin to grow in the deeper tissues. 
The surrounding blood vessels dilate 
and bring the number of white 
cells, or leucocytes, to the spot. 
These are the soldiers of the body, 
always ready to repel invaders. 
They form a wall around the bac- 
teria, engulf and destroy them, and 
in doing so they form a localized 
liquid mass of combined leucocytes 
and bacteria—a pocket of pus. 


and discharges on the surface of 
the body, or is opened by the sur- 
geon, there remains behind a 
healthy graulation surface — the 
wall of the abscess, and the process- 
es of healing go on as in a clean 
wound, as described yesterday, 

But this process may not always 
gO on as smoothly as this. The in- 
vading bacteria may be more for- 
midable than in the simple case de- 
scribed above. They may resist de- 
struction and, growing rapidly, 
break through the protective wall 
of leucocytes. This infiltrating body 
of destroyers may move widely un- 
der the skin, causing instead of a 
simple abscess, a carbuncle. In 
combating this the body develops a 
fever, and a fever is also a protec- 
tive mechanism, because many 
germs do not thrive well at tem- 
peratures higher than normal body 
temperature. 


But at times the bacteria may en- 
tirely escape from the defending 
army, travel along the lymphatic 
channel§, so that lymph nodes in the 
vicinity of the infected area gwell 
up.
